Rationing Cate- 
gories do not correspond precisely with inforaatlon available to this office; 
however, it is possible that special conditions in the Vladivostok area have 
occasioned rationing and price arrangements there which differ from those exis- 
ting in the U8SR in general*/

1* the fixed wages of employees of the People* a Oomalttee Retail Stores in Vladivostok 
are twenty per cent higher than those X-of similar employee*/ in other districts of 
the USSR. In addition, these employee# are paid premiums, on the cooperative 
dividend basis, which are based on the quarterly profit (in excess of the state 
profit) accruing to the Individual store.

2. The shortage of oonaueer goods in Vladivostok has occasioned considerable rises 
daring the past year in the prises of both rationed goods and consumer goods sold 
os the black or open market. In vome oases, articles are ten times more expensive 
on the black market tbon In the state retail stores, and, in the case of meats* 
batter, fish and vegetables, which are available on the open ".arkat, their open 
aarket price is some times as much ue thirty times the official price.
